He 
made only a half-hearted denial. Smith 
took the renters’ side of the housing 
situation; Miller held out Httle hope 
and was accused of siding with the 
landlords. 
Smith is classified broadly as a Tam- 
‘many man. But his conduct while 
governor has been so independent that 
Tammany was not in any wise an issue 
in the campaign. Smith had said Fam- 
many has no mortgage on him. 
There were various rumors that 
Tammany, while lukewarm on Cox, 
had made a secret trading deal with 
the Republicans, switching Democratic 
votes to Harding in return for Repub- 
lican votes for Smith.

OVER ELECTION 


8 Negroes Burned Alive} 


| in House. 

Orlando, Fla., Nov. 3.—Reports re- 
ceived tonight from Ocoee, twelve 
miles from Orlando, indicate that ten 
to twelve persons were killed during 
an election race riot there yesterday. 
Two whites are known to have been 
shot to death and one Negro lynched. 

Other Negroes perished when the 


More than twenty buildings in the 
Negro. settlement were burned. Re- 
ports from Ocoee tonight said explo- 


nition occurred as the flames swept 
the buildings and that numerous fire- 
arms were found in the ruins later. 
Some reports said five Negroes died in 
the flathes. One Negro woman was 
among these, it was said, but no oe, 
dren. . 
The battle was precipitated by the 
attempt of July Perry, a Negro, to 
vote after he had been refused the priv- 
ilege by election judges or. the ground 
that he had not paid his poll tax. He 
returned later armed with a shotgun, 
but it'was taken from him and he was’ 
driven away. 

Negroes Driven Of. 
After dark last night, according to 
reports from the scene, Perry again 
appeared at the polls accompanied by 
a number of other Negroes. The white 
citizens at once formed a posse and 
dispersed the Negroes, who fled to the 
Negro settlement. The posse followed 
and witnesses said the Negroes opened 
fire from the buildings. A member of 
the posse was wounded, but reinforce- 
ments arrived and it proceeded. Then 
the firing became general. 

The attackers centered on Perry’s 
house intent on his arrest. Two of 
the whites, Leo Borgard and Elmer 
McDaniels, both former soldiers, were 
killed in the back yard of the house 
their bodies being found later. A 
Negro woman said seven or eight 
armed Negroes were in the Perry 
house, which ultimately was set on fire 
to dislodge them, the flames spreading 
to other buildings.

Harding’s total vote in Pennsylvania 
has gone over the 1,000,000 mark, and 
his plurality tonight was more than 
633,000, the greatest vote ever given 
a candidate in this state. 

Returns from 6,206 districts out of 
7,219 in the state gave Harding 1,076,- 
014 and Cox 486,535.

No Foes to Punish, Sas 


Next Governor. 


.BY E. O, PHILLIPS. 
Backed up by a popular majority of 
over a half million votes, Len Small 
proposes to become governor of Lilinois 


upon the single policy of efficiency and 
seryice. He will have no foes to pun- 
ish and no friends to reward, as such, 
and his ambition is to furnish to the 
state an administration that will, be 
above criticism. 

This is Mr. Small’s own atatement of 
the case, as the returns arrived show- 
ing that he had been elected governor 
with a plurality that shatters any and 
all earlier political records in state af- 
fairs. It is not in quotation marks but 
is substantially the language of the 
governor elect. 


Legislature First Problem. 


The first test that, Mr. Small will 
meet, in the judgment of politicians 


‘who were unanimous in speculating 


upon the immediate developments of 
ithe Republican landslide, involves the 
organization of the legislature. The 
organization of the house and the elec- 
tion of its speaker is already an over- 
shadowing issue. The relation of the 
new governor to the state senate, 
which holds the power of tonfirmation 
of the governor’s appointees, is at 
once involved, 

For the speakership of the house 
there are these candidates -who are 
practically announced: William P. Hol- 
aday of Vermilion county, Homer J. 
Tice of Menard county, James A. Wat- 
son of Hardin county, Charles A. Greg- 
ory of Piatt county,, and Randolph 
Boyd of Bureau county.

Mr. Wilson assumed executive office as head of 
& great party, a faction, it might be called, of the 
whole American people. During the first period of 
nis power he was concerned with the settlement of 
nls party in office and in the accomplishment of a 
varty program of legislation. 

This period was like that of any other new in- 
‘umbent of the presidency and the nation, like the 
sovernment, was preOccupied with domestic con- 
cerns and the ordinary routine of political events 
in America. ° 

In this period Mr. Wilson took up the project for 
« federal reserve system which Senator Aldrich as 
head of a commission created by Republican initia- 
tive had formulated on the basis of thorough study 
and deliberation. The enactment of this system by 
the Democratic congress was the great achieve- 
ment in internal reform of his career, one of the 
most important in our history. 

No one anticipated what was to occur in our for- 
eign relations. The great war began and with it 
Mr. Wilson's attention was perforce turned to the 
difficult and dangerful problems it imposed upon 
4is. During this period Mr. Wilson’s mind turned 
more and more to the world situation, yet still 
eld firmly, in the main, to the national viewpoint 
and concerned itself anxiously with means to avoid 
involvement in the terrific disaster “of Europe. 

In this Mr. Wilson had, without question, the 
support of a majority of the American people. 
There was, indeed, a minority that believed our 
duty, to say nothing of our interest, lay in a 
prompt entralice into the war by the side of the 
imperiled nations of western Europe. After the 
sinking of the Lusitania this minority grew, but 
was still a minority as the reélection of Mr. Wilson 
on the issue “ Wilson means peace, Hughes means 
war,” proved beyond cavil. Mr. Wilson still repre- 
sented the décisive majority of the people regard- 
legs of party. The nation did not want to enter the 
war and its voice was the victorious Democratic 
slogan of 1916, “ Thank God for Wilson, he kept 
“us out of war.” 

But little more than a month after his secondsin- 
‘ugural, Mr. Wilson asked congress to declare a 
state of war. Whether opinion had so 
‘hanged in tite months since his re@lection is a 
matter of speculation. lt is in fact irrelevant be- 
-auge no sooner was the president's decision made 

known than the overwhelming mass of a patri- 
vtic people swung in behind his. leadership and loy- 
ily supported his will. The millions who had 
voted for him because he kept them out of war ac- 
cepted his decision and the nation was, as it always 
will be, we hope, united for victory. 

But this was loyalty to the nation and its com- 
mander-in-chief, not to the personal philosophy and 
leadership of Woodrow Wilson. For here a third 
period begirgs. As the war progressed Mr. Wilson 
spoke less and less of the United States, more of 
humanity and the world. More and more the pe- 
riphery of his expanding interest widened, smaller 
and smaller dwindled considerations proper to the 
“hosen trustee of the interests df a nation. 

This development was applauded by a salient 


public 


‘minority whose command of publicity in the pul- 


pit, on the teachers’ rostrum, and in the editorial 
chair was very great. Tuesday's results at the polls 
now give us some definite realization of how little 
this minority represented the instinct and impulse 
of the American public. Mr. Wilson's reiterated as- 
sertions that America would not fight and was not 
fighting for any interest of her own, that Amer- 
ican soldiers would go “‘wherevtr in the world 
right is assailed by wrong” though thrilling to the 
altruistic in public affairs, rang hollow!ly in the 
hearts of the boys going off to die in a foreign land 
and aroused little enthusiasm among the people 
who felt each day the material burden of the war 
increase in weight. | 

Mr. Wilson's representativeness in America 
waned as he more and more assumed representa- 
tion of what he sincerely conceived to be the uni- 
versal interests of mankind. 

The results of his efforta at Paris and the demand 
upon the American people with which he re- 
turned from Europe completed the divergence be- 
‘ween Mr. Wilson and the mass of his country- 
men. Mr. Wilson did not represent the American 
people’s instinct of nationality, their instinct of 
self-preservation, their interest in their own devel- 
opment and protection. They did not and they do 
not agree with him that they are called upon to 
‘gnore thelr own material welfare or to pour out 
their blood in other people's causes. They refuse 
the office of determining when right is assailed by 
wrong wherever in the world that eternal conflict 
may break forth, much less to lay their lives in the 
balance. Mr. Wilson no longer expressed the wil! 
of the American nation. To do ite part for prog- 
ress and for peace the American people is ready 
as it-has been tn the past. But it is conscious of 
rights and interests of its own and it expects its 
~hosen representatives to assert and conserve them 
at all times. 

It was because Mr. Wilson no lenger acted for 
and in behalf of the American people that they so 
strongly repudiated him and his Tpiicies.

AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY. 
Under Mr. Harding the foreign policy of the 
United States will undergo a change almost com- 
plete. The preélection statements of the presr 
dent elect were specific as to that, and they indi- 
cated that the United States will appear, after 
March 4, in international relations not as repre- 
sentative of the theoretical good of Armenia, but 
as representative of the practical good of America. 
Under Mr. Harding this country returns to a 
confession of limitations, and with such a confes- 
sion it will be a more useful member of the family 
of nations. It is a limitation which the United 
States need not feel as a reproach. It is within 
both hope and probability that an American gov- 
ernment can know what is best for the United 
States without being the final authority upon the 
needs of Jugo-Slavia, Lithuania, Thrace, etc. 


States in its proper balance toward the rest of 
the world probably will be more stabilizing than 
one which seeks to define and keep European, Asi- 
atic and African boundaries. Mr. Harding's state- 
ment that he did not feel equal to making decisions 
for the entire world is a good basis for foreign 
policy. 7 

It concedes that’ there may be differences and 
disputes in Europe and Asia which do not neces- 
sarily involve the United States, and in which the 
United States is not sufficiently experienced or 
informed to act wisely. 

With a recognition of limitations the United 
States will have a sounder government for itself 
and one with which other countries may deal more 
sanely. It must occasionally have confused other 
nations to deal with a eountry whose procedure 
and ideas were different from anything considered 
rational by them. |

THE SOLID SOUTH. 


The nation hag,had a great political overturn— 
all except the solid south. That remained impreg- 


any issue. It had voted Democratic before tke 
candidates were named or the platforms pre- 
sented, It remained a section of the country In 
which there are no political decisions except the 
decisions made years ago. 

To the north and west of this solid and undis- 
turbed section, states turn from one party fo an- 
other, following candidate, deciding issues and 
giving commands. It would be a bad thing for the 
country—it would prevent political decision—tf 
Republican states, as indicated by this election, 
sat down to fifty or a hundred years of Repub- 
licanism undisturbed by any issues which might 
be between the parties. 

Government by the people virtually would end 
with that condition fixed. The Republican gov- 
ernment created by this election ts held respon- 
sible. There are Republican states which will 
pass a verdict on the acts of the party in congress, 
and will register this verdict two years from now 
in the congressional election. It is that facet which 
makes government responsible in these states, It 
is responsible because accountable. No Demo- 
cratic governmeht is responsible or accountable 
in the south. It is indorsed regardless of what it 
does. 

This condition arises from problems whith {t will 
be good for the nation to solve. 

We should hate to think that the north and 
west never would vote anything but the Repub- 
lican ticket regardless of the issues, and !t is bad 
to have the south voting nothing but Democratic. 

In the years which followed the civil war the 
victorious north easily forgot the dissension, while 
the defeated south did not, With the return of 
the Democrats togpower under Wilson the south 
leaped into the saddle, and for eight years has 
given the nation a government as sectional as it 
was partisan. Taxes were levied to bear more 
heavily on the north and appropriated to benefit 
the south. 

Now, with the Democratic party so emphatically 
repudiated, and with the solid south standing ou‘ 
a defiant minority, there may be a temptation to 
retaliate. This temptation must be sternly over- 
come, and the solid south treated with such emi- 
nent fairness as to remove forever any remaining 
bitterness against the north and the Republican 
party. We want southerners as ful} partners tn 
the government of thig country, not as representa- 
tives of an ancient grievance.

KEEP ON SWATTING FLIES. 
N a certain morning a man was 
seen on the outside of a store 
busily engaged in killing flea. The 
rhorning was cold, cold enough to 
make it an inducement for files to seek 
the warm places. Presumably the tn- 
terior of the store had been made fly 
free. I decided when I saw this man 
to use his task as my text. 

Not much is gained by swatting files 
in midseason, especially around a store. 
They are so abundant and everything is 
so auspicious for breeding that the few 
that can be killed with swatters do not 
make much of a dent on the situation. 


The supply of files in summer never 
can be got wholly out of relation to 
the volume of fly food. The only anti- 
fly measures which are effective tn the 
summer are those directed against fly 
breeding places and fly food. 

In the autumn, on thé other hand, get- 
ting into a‘warm place is the big thing 
in a fiy’s life. Cold chills, numbe, 
and finally kille him. He had rather 
be hunery than cold. Besides, he and 
Mre. Fly know that unless thef can get 
into cosy corner for the winter, while 
there may be files another year, they wi!! 
not be their descendants. He and &lve 
do not look with complacency upon the 
prospect of a n@&&t year’s tribe of flies 
bred frotmn stock tmported in the spring 
from Warmer climates. They will nose 
around all day jovoking for a hole in a 
sereen or a crack in a door. 

Now is the time for swatting cam- 
paigns. Livery fly found indoors shoul 
be killed. The man deseribed killed the 
files on the outside of his sereens be- 
cause @ fair proportion of those outside 
can be counted on to get in before the 
cool night comes on. This assumes that 
there were enough on the screen to make 
swatting Worth while, and around gro- 
cery stores, butcher shops, restaurants 
and other places where there is plenty 
of fly food the probability is that the 
outside of the screens will be populated 
during the next month. Flies spread 
typhoid fever and diarrhoea, especiailyv 
the diarrhoea of babies. We are not yet 
out of the typhoid season. It {es not safe 
to neglect fiy swatting, at least until 
after this season.

A BAKER’S DEFENSE. 

Chicago, Oct. 23.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.}—In a late issue of THE TRIB- 
UNB apneared an editorial entitled “ Who 
Wins When the Farmer Loses?” Out- 
side of the fact that Julius Fleischmann 
is not a baker; and that the editor jin- 
terpreted what Mr. Fleischmann said 


to suit his occasion, and that the prices 
of bread have never been raised except 
in response to a stable wheat price, the 
editorial was a fair sample of good Eng- 
lish, and a logical extension of the 
premises presumed, 

The baker thinks and acts in terms of 
flour. The cost of flour is @n apprecia- 
ble cost of the bread he produces, and 
relatively a smaller cost in other goods. 
The flour the baker must consider is 
the flour that he has bought, not what 
he expects to buy. The price of bread 
is not apt to be anticipated until some 
semblance of stability is found in the 
wheat market. It follows an upward 
market very reluctantly, as the editor 
may find if he cares to go back to the 
files of the fair price lists. Bread is 
too close to the life of the nation to be 
handled thoughtlessly, nor can it follow 
the gyrations of the present haphazard 
markets. £ 

The plaint of the mills is that the 
bakers are not buying. The plaint of the 
bakers is that they do not know when 
to buy on. account of the market. Few 
bakers but have the higher priced flour, 
and will have for some time, as good 
bread cannot be made from new wheat 
flour.

In Glasgow, where the drys concen- 
trated their attack, twenty-four wards 
voted in favor of no change; niné voted 
limitation of the number of saloons, 
and only four went dry and these were 
the “silk stocking” residential dis- 
tricts. 

According to available tabulations of 
the voting only ninety-four out of a 
total of 1,604 saloons were voted out of 
existence. 

Aberdeen Heavily Wet. 

GLASGOW, Nov. 3.—Incomplete re- 
turns of the voting on the liquor que-- 
tion in Scotland Tuesday show that 
thirty-six towns desire no change in 
the present law which permits the sale 
of liquor. One town voted in favor of 
a reduction in licenses, while ten towns 
voted dry. Official results in Glasgow 
show a victory for the “wets.” Four 
wards voted “dry,” nine for limited 
licenses, and twenty-four for no 
change, which means that ninety-four 
licenses will be canceled throughout 
the city out of a total of 1,600. 

Aberdeen voted “ wet" by two to one. 

Other towns voting “no change” 
were Hawick, Dalkeith, Auchtenmuch- 
ty, Falkland, Arbroath, Montrose, Tay- 
port, Kerriemuir, St. Andrew, Alloa, 
Girvan, and Stonehaven.
